WORLD'S "feOSS LIFT.'"' 


f ourliti Shot t'p thr Alp* Ia an Eleec 


rrlc Elevator. 


The highest elevator in the world hac 


been installed opposite Lucerne, lu 
Switzerland, at the celebrated view- 
point of Burgeustock, and the Lucer- 
iiois take espt'flul pride In pointing out 
to the American visitor that he has to 
come abroad to see the "boas lift" of 
the world, says a special cable dis- 
patch from Lucerne to the >*ew York 
Amerk-au and Journal. 


To reach this remarkable elevator the 


traveler takes the cog road from Kebr- 
slten on the shore of the lake to the 
hotels of Kehrsiteu. Thence a most 
picturesque road cut out of the rocky 
aide of the mountains takes you in 
thirty minutes to the elevator, the 
shaft of which is hidden in a grotto ex- 
cavated alongside the engine house. 


The elevator is run by electricity. 


The carriage or cage is twelve feet 
square, and its passengers are limited 
to seven. When the signal to start is 
given the cage rises for 213 feet 
through a well of masonry, then comes 
suddenly into the daylight, and for 387 
feet rises in a steel latticework to the 
landing stage, the total ascension of 
600 feet being made in less than three 
minutes. 


From the landing stage an open gal- 


ley leads to the summit of the Ham- 
met-Schwand 
mountain 
3.600 feet 


above the sea level. From this point a 
glorious view is had of the lake of the 
Four Cantons and of the Alps of Uri 
and Unterwald. 


The elevator cage Is lifted by two 


pteel cables and contains an arrange- 
ment by which, in the event of the 
electric power being interrupted, it can 
be lowered by baud to the starting 
point. For those wbo are not subject 
to vertigo a steel ladder has been fixed 
along tbe whole length o£ the shaft. 


WORM WITH FEATHERS. 


Ha» a Poisonous Bite. Too, a» Many 


TVortU Carolinian* Can Testify. 


A feathered worm has made its ap- 


pearance in different parts of North 
Carolina, and a number of people have 
been made very ill by its bite, says a 
special dispatch from Asheville, N. C., 
to the New York Times. 


The insect is not unlike a white earth- 


worm, but has a covering of brown 
down, similar to that of a young bird. 
Its bite .is so poisonous that in a few 
seconds after receiving the wound the 
victim swells enormously and displays 
symptoms not unhke those of snake 
bite. 


The worm feeds on maple trees and 


rosebushes. Its presence on the latter 
accounts for the number of women 
victims. No one is able to classify the 
insect. Several specimens are being 
prepared for shipment to Washington 
for examination .-to establish its iden- 
tity.

TAGGART DECISION AT 


WOOSTER? 


Action of President and Secretary 


Taft Is Feared—Decision Is Ex- 


pected Next Saturday. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 
2G.—Offi- 


cers of the army who are stationed in 
Washington, arid doubtless those lo- 
cated elsewhere, make no secret of 
the fact that they arc anticipating 
something sensational in the form of 
a sequel to the Taggar divdrce case, 
which has been on trial in Wooster, 
Ohio. All of them are awaiting the 
court's decree with the keenest inter- 
est, and many were disappointed be- 
cause it was not announced last week, 
as lias been expected. 
Ic is believed 


that developments of a lively nature 
are sure to ensue, especially if Major 
Taggart gets the decree. Even if Mrs. 
Taggart wins, the 
opinion prevails 


that the War Department will be im- 
pelled to take cognizance of certain 
disclosures during the trial. 


Several well-known officers of the 


army were brought into the case in 
an unfavorable light, and if the de- 
partment deems it 
incumbent upon 


itself to move in the matter 
these 


men will be affected. 
Under the ar- 


ticles of war every offense alleged 
against them has been outlawed. The 
statute of limitations applies to all 


acts of an improper character com- 
mitted during two years back, but, as 
a leading official of the department 
puts it today: 
"There is no teiliug 


what ;i civilian Secretary of War or 
President Roosevelt may see fit 
to 


do." Should the court's decree be in 
favor of Major Taggart 
they must 


take the position thai a scandal lists 
been put upon the army, and that the 
officers responsible should be made o 
suffer for it, and in that event they 
would not be estopped by the statute 
of limitations.

Suggest an Organization In the Pro- 


posed National Assembly For the 
Protection of Their Own Interests 
and 
Fcr 
the Furtherance of the 


Cause of Liberty. 


Moscow, Sept. 26.—The congress of 


the representatives of the zemstvos 
and municipalities in the interior of 
Russia and of the Polish Lithuanian 
provinces began at the residence of 
Prince Tcherbatoff, under the presi- 
dency of Count Heyden. one of the 
marshals of the nobility. After 
lengthy debate the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: "The xemsivo and 
municipal congress considers that the 
national douraa will not give national 
representation in the true sense. Hav- 
ing in view, however, that the elec- 
toral assemblies, uniting a great part 
of the social forces of the empire, rnay 
serve as rallying points for the gen- 
eral mpvement looking to the attain- 
ment of political freedom, this con- 
gress recognizes 
the necessity for 


those Russian citizens who are united 
on the political program formulated by 
the zemstvo congresses to seek to en- 
ter the douma in the largest numbers 
possible, for the purpose of forming 
there a united group with the object of 
obtaining guarantees of personal lib- 
erty and equality." 


Only two speakers were in favor of 


boycotting the douma, a majority of 
the delegates declaring that it was 
necessary to participate in its pro- 
ceedings in order to continue the 
struggle with bureauocracy and to ex- 
act in the name of the people liberty 
and equality. Several of the Polish 
Lithuanian 
delegates made heated 


speeches. They declared that if the 
Russian intellectual classes were not 
represented in the douma the border 
lands would be left to fight the strug- 
gle for liberty alone. The Siberian 
delegates petitioned that the right of 
suffrage be extended to Siberia as 
soon as possible.

Pensacola, Florida. 


Pensacola,- Fla., Sept. 2G. — Twenty- 


new cases of yellow fever and one 
death have Keen reported by physi- 
cians to the state health officer. The 
situation is rather discouraging, as the 
cases are scattered all over the city, 
and all hope of checking the disease 
before the appearance of frost has 
been practically abandoned.

cases of yellow fever have developed 
on board the German steamer Bremen, 
which has just finished loading for

and the patients 
were 


brought ashore and placed in a hos- 
pital. The steamer was discharging 
ballast at Palafox wharf for several 
days before beginning to load its out- 
v.-ard cargo, and it is thought the in- 
fection took place there.

SWEDES SEEM 


SATISFIED 


With the Terms of the Agreement 


Just Reached With Norway. 


ATTAIN PRINCIPAL OBJECTS 


Feeling In Norway Thit the Advan- 


tages Gained Do Not Justify the 
Concessions Made to Sweden, Sev- 
eral Provisions of the Protocol Being 
Sharply Attacked. 


Christiania. Norway, Sept. 2C. — All 


indications point to the acceptance by 
Norwegians generally of the terms of 
the agreement reached at Karlstad, 
though at present som* persons are 
inclined to seierely criticise the Nor- 
wegian commissioners for conceding 
so much to Sweden. The press as a 
whole accepts the situation, though a 
few chauvinists continue to voice their 
opposition to the agreement. The pro- 
vincial press also appears to accept 
the result with equanimity 


The Verdeiis Gang says: "We must 


acknowledge that our delegates ob- 
tained as much as possible, and that a 
large majority of the people of the 
nation agree with the delegates thai 
the question of the demolition of the 
fortifications was of secondary impor- 
tance, considering the undoubted se- 
curity obtained by Norway as the re- 
sult of the convention." 


The protocol consists of five main 


articles and 3n substitute clauses. The 
first article deals with- arbitration. 
the second 
with 
the neutral zone 


and the -demolition of the 
fortifica- 


tions, the third with reindeer pastures, 
etc., the fourth with inter-traffic and 
the fifth with common waterways. 
The agreement provides for compul- 
sory arbitration before The Hague 
court of ail disputes except matters 
of vital interest, for the period of a 
decade with extensions for other pe- 
riods of 10 years unless two years 
previous notice is given of an inten- 
tion to abrogate it. The treaty pro- 
vides for a zone on either side of the 
frontier which shall forever be neutral 
and for the demolition of the fortresses 
within that zone with the exception of 
the old portions of the fortifications of 
Fredriksten, Guylderileve and Over- 
bjerget, which may remain but which 
are not to be used as fortifications. 


Swedish Premier Talks. 


Stockholm, Sept. 26. — Christian 


Lundeberg, the premier, who was one 
of the Swedish commissioners at Karl- 
stad, said: "I am satisfied that the re- 
sult of the conference will be satisfac- 
tory 10 Sweden., as with with certain 
modifications we gained almost every- 
thing asked for by the riksdag. The 
result also ought to be satisfactory to 
Norway, as she gained the assurance 
of that independent position which has 
been the goal of all the efforts of the 
Norwegians. 
The concessions made 


by the Norwegian delegates at Karl- 
stad were necessary in order to secure 
this result. 
Considering everything. 


and in the interests of peace, it is to 
be hoped that the preliminary treaty 
will be ratified by both parliaments." 


People Satisfied. 


Stockholm. Sweden, Sept. 20. — Al- 


most without a dissentient voice the 
people of Sweden, so far ag can be 
judged by the opinions of the press 
here and elsewhere, accept with satis- 
faction the terms of the agreement be- 
tween Sweden and Norway reached at 
Karlstad. 
The general opinion is 


voiced 
by the Social Demokraten, 


which says: "Our principal objects. 
arbitration and the demolition of the 
frontier fortifications, having been at- 
tained. we trust that everybody in 
both countries v.-ill recognize that the 
two Scandinavian people mutually 
need each other's friendship, and that 
ihe agreement will bring more happi- 
ness to both."

Missouri to Chicago. In answer to a 
question as to how the charges were 
made, President Stickney replied: "In 
fixing the rate bn dressed meat we 
don't have very much to say. The 
packer generally makes the rate." 
President Stickney denied that his 
road had paid any claims for damages 
or rebates sine* the Grosscup injunc- 
tion.
